Trae, 
the gulf may sometimes be erossed, but 
once crossed must never be reverted to;

1, | penetrating nature—in fact, keeps apart 


the two professions in China. On the 
one hand, the simple subject has only 
too much reason for distrusting the 
official class; and on the other, the 








knowledge how their position has been 
abused makes the officials, as a class, 
profoundly suspicious of the slightest 
signs of independent action on the part 
of the people. Never was the antag- 
onism of classes more severely felt than 
at the present moment, The influence 
of civilisation has been too powerful 
not to have had some effect in China, 
More or less it is felt by all classes 
that some chango is necessary; bub 
with the selfis!iuess for which the official 
class of Chinese has for ages been cele- 
brated, it has endeavoured by all means, 
just or unjust, to gather into its own 
hands any advantage to bo derived. 
This accounts for the peculiar develop. 
ment that Western arts are undergoing 
in China. People in Europe talk about 
the regeneration of the Empire and the 
introduction of Western arts and ap. 
pliances. In China, we have only too 
genuine demonstration that those arts 
have been seized by one party in the 
State, and that its object, so far from 
being the well-being of the Empire, is 
coufiued to the one settled object cf 
binding still more firmly than before, 
on an unwilling people, the depraving 
and demoralising yoke of the Mane 
darinate. Like a canker, that yoke 
has eaten iuto the well-being of China, 
and has steadily repressed any tendency 
to advance on the part of the nation; 
and now, with a persistence and a pree 
science worthy of a better cause, it has 
caught hold of its seemingly natural 
antagonist, and is exercising its utmoab 
power to turn it into a still stronger 
engine of oppression. The Arsenals are 
only a single instance of the prevailing 
spirit, There may be a few patriotic, 
or would-be patriotic, Mandarin, who 
see in them a threat to the external 
enemies of the Empire, and who imagine 
that in them they have a safeguard 
against Foreign dictation, The evonts 
of the last two or three years ought, 
however, to be sufficient to show that 
such was not the actuating motive of 
the great body of Mandarins, With 
them, the Arsonals are only part of the 
grand scheme for strengthening their 
own power, which they felt had received 
asevere shock, after the events of the 
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late Rebellion. To this end every 
project put forward more or less directly 
Teads. Why should the opening of 
coal and iron mines be mooted, except 
for the purpose of keeping Arsenals 
supplied; and when we go farther, and 
enquire as to the attitude and position 
of the one quasi-commercial undertaking 
of China—the so-called “ Merchants’ ” 
Steam Navigation Company, we find 
that the enrichment of a class, and the 
carrying on of a burdensome and extra-- 
‘yagant monopoly is its real raison d'étre 
Why do we not see mines worked in 
China by private enterprise? Why is 
the Chinese flag confined to vessels of 
one, and only one, organisation? Not 
Becanse the unofficial classes are not 
sufficiently enterprising to undertake 
tlie enterprise; but because official 
obstructions, or, if needed, official op. 
Position, blocks the way. It is some 
two years since certain private indi- 
viduals projected the opening of coal 
mines near Nanking, and were ready to 
venture their capital in the affair. 
Bit officialdom was not to be interfered 
with, A Mandarin holding office near 
the district, was convinced that in his 
country and on his estate, in Anhwei, 
were to be found both coal and iron. 
‘Wis lio to be set aside for a parcel of 
merchants? It was @ matter of little 
moment that his coal was car- 
bonaceous shale of the poorest desorip- 
tion, and that scarcely enough of iron 
to discolour a few sandstones could. be 
discovered. Opposition was got up and 
worked by means of the so-called 
gentry so effectively that, from that 
day to this, no mere merchant has had 
the rashness to even moot such a 
project, What is trae of mines is still 
more true of steamers, Chinese mer- 
chants own steamers in the Straits 
Settlements; and even in Siam they 
are not afraid to venture their capital. 
In their own country, if they have an 
interest in a vessel, they have carefully 
to conceal it from their own authorities. 
Vhiere is cconpation for hundreds of 
steamers of every size; but, excepting 
thie.one company, organised in connec- 
tion with the greatest of official abuses 
—the Grain Tribute—not one ventures 
tofly the Chinese flag. Did the matter 
end here, the non-official classes might 
be considered remarkably fortunate. It 
does not end here, however. For all 
this, not only have they to suffer the 
direst loss, but have also to find the 
money to mect the expenses of their 
own oppression, Trade is taxed to 
support Arsonals, and to keep up the 
Grain Transport, and taxed in such a 
way that ib has almost ceased to exist. 
Never sinco our acquaintance with 











China, did such stagnation exist as at 
present ; and yet, to tho mero external 
observer, never were circumstances 80 
favourable for its development. The 
depopulation produced by the Rebellion 
is succeeded by a period of apparently 
profound peace. Far. -h'> seasons 
have succeeded one anotuer, year after 
year, Yet trade still languishes, orrather 
goes on decreasing; and to all enquiries 
but one answer is returned—Tbat ex- 
actions are so heavy that intercommuni- 
cation has become impossible. Sooner 
or later, economic laws will assert their 
supremacy ; and the longer they seem 
to have been avoided with apparent 
immunity, the more severo will be the 
revulsion, When will the official classes 
of China learn to see that their best 
and most natural allies are to be found 
amongst the native merchants ? 








Summary of Hews. 





Tho English mail of the 20th August 
arrived on Thursday, by the P. & 0. str. 
Teheran, 

‘The day of departure of the English 
mail being changed on account of the 
change of monsoon, we have no homeward 
mail till Thursday. 

No telegrams of importance have been 
received. 

‘The purchase of new plant for the Fire 
Department, to the amount of Tis. 2,500, 
was sanctioned at the last meeting of the 
Municipal Council. The sum scems a 
Inrge one, unless it is intended to cover 
the cost of anew steamer to replace the 
Deluge ; in which caso it might have been 
as well to say so.—The purchase of land 
for the extension from the Cometery to 
the Sikawei road, is in the hands of Mr. 
Haas. We hope, now fine weather has 
returned, to hear soon that arrangemeents 
have been completed, and the work begun. 
—Debentures to the amount of Tls, 28,000, 
bearing interest at 8 per cent., aro to be 
issued for the purchase of and repairs to 
the Tunsin property. 

Oming to the now magistrate at the

MENCIUS. 


Ir seems strange that Dr. Legge’s 
edition of the works of Mencius should 
have been for so long a time unnoticed 
by the leading English critical journals ; 
‘ab last however we find, in the 
Edinburgh Review for July, a notice of 
this important contribation to our 
knowledge of Chinese philosophy. The 
paper is evidently the work of the 
writer who previously undertook the 
task of reviewing the English translation 
of Confucius ; andit has been announced, 
and has not been contradicted, that the 
two notices are the productions of 
Dean Butcher. 

‘Mencius is by no means so attractive 
a subject to the literary artist as 
Confucius. The many traits of character 
that give vividness and interest to the 
portrait of the “throneless king,” are 
wanting in the picture of “the philo- 
sopber man.” ‘The review commences 
with a summary of the life of the Sage, 
and with several incidental sketches 
of the state of China in his time. It 
is possible that the reviewer underrates 
the degree of civilization which prevailed 
in the Middle Kingdom at this epoch, 
and the comparison of the Dukes and 
Princes of China B.C. 370, to the 
“combined kinglings of the Book of 
Genesis,” is hardly fair. We should 
think that the anecdotes of Mencius’ 
early life, touching the butcher's shop 
and the cut web, need hardly have been 
introduced, as they must be familiar to 
all English readers who take tho pains 
to study Chinese subjects. The first 
striking point in the essay is the 
account of the dialogue between Mencius 
and the shrike-tongued barbarian of 
the South, Hen Hing, who seems to 
have beon the Bradlaugh or Odger of 
his day, ‘The fallacy of this dangerous 
teacher was unmasked by Mencius in a 
few incisive strokes; and the Dean 
happily quotes a passage of Shake. 
spere’s Henry VI., where the followers 
of Jnck Cade are discovered using Heu 
Hing’s arguments. The celebrated 
affirmation that in certain eases tyran- 
nicide is justifiable, is matched by an 
equally felicitous quotation from Milton, 
wherein the king and the tyrant are 
distinguished “exactly as Mencius 
distinguishes them. Much space is 
given to notices of the doctrines held 
by the Sages whom Mencius com- 
bated—notably Yang Choo and Mih 
Teib. “The words of Yang Choo 
and Mih Teih,” said he, “fill the 
Empire.” If you listen to people's dis- 
courses throughout it, you will find that 
they have adopted the views of the one 
or of the other. Now Yang’s principle 
is—Each one for bimself, which does not 
acknowledge the claims of the sovereign. 
Mih’s principle is—To love all equally, 
which does not acknowledge the pecu- 
liar affection due to a father—*To 
acknowledge neither king nor father, 
is to be in the state of a beast.” We 
conceive our readers will rise from 





the perusal of these sketches with very 
clear ideas of the two philosophers, as 
several striking resemblances to modern 
writers are noted, and helps to the 
comprebension of the two systems by 
apt and frequent illustrations are 
given with a lavish band. In fact, 
perlaps the de..ot of the paper 
is the redundancy of illustrations and 
Western parallels introduced, evidently 
from an earnest desire on the part of 
the writer to make the subject attrac- 
tive to the Home public. In the essay 
on Confucius, the best passage is the 
description of the way in which super. 
stitious customs intruded everywhere 
and always into the daily life of the 
most philosophic Chinese. A similar 
passage here, illustrative of the “tyranny 
of the undertaker,” deserves ‘special 
attention. It is perfestly true that the 
China of to-day is “in the grip of dead 
hands,” and the more clearly this fact 
is recognised, the better it will be for 
those who seek to improve its institu. 
tions, and approach its social questions 
with a view to barmonising’ them with 
those of the West. The more widely 
we diffuse accurate knowledge of the 
doctrines of the philosophers and poli- 
ticians of China, the better it will be 
for all; and thus, articles like that 
before us do veritable service to the 
cause of progress. ‘The number of Eng- 
lishmen who know the name of Mencius 
is, probably, not large; but the paper 
in the Edinburgh Revizw puts a key to 
the salient points of his philosophy in 
the hands of all. 














SHANGHAI INSTITUTIONS. 
No one who bas studied the history of 
institutions in Shanghai can fail to per- 
ceive how much force is lost by divided 
administration. It was but the other 
day that we had, in the case of the 
General Hospital, to object to the latest 
of these developments, The impracti- 
ability of having two heads to manage 
an institution—one a responsible (?) 
Board of Trastees in Shanghai, and 
the other an irresponsible body, 10,000 
miles away—seems not to have entered 
into the minds of people until it 
was forcibly exposed by the Council 
laying the Sisters’ agreement before 
the public, aud even yeb to have 
been hardly realised by the Trustees 
with whose predecessors that agreement 
was concluded. Yet the mauagement 
of the General Hospital is only a sample 
of what passes daily, and which, were 
the energy of the Foreign residents less 
than it is, must before this have 
resulted in collapse. To begin with, 
the Municipal organisation is need- 
lessly crippled by its sub-division into 
two, the mutual relations of which, 
never very friendly, at times border on 
open hostility. Then we have the divided 
authority even within Municipal limits. 
We find all manner of irresponsible 
institutions claiming a concurrent right 
of levying taxes, and sending their em- 
ployés into the streets of the Settlements, 
to the manifest injury of peace aud 

















good order. It is from no love to the 
Opium ‘Trade that we have steadily 
opposed the admission of runners from 
the Opium Guild, but from a well. 
founded conviction that, under the con- 
tinuance of such a system, the morale 
of the Police force must become de- 
teriorated, and that to admit native 
tax gatherers of any kind is to admit a 
mistaken principle which cannot after. 
wards be controlled, Again, our system 
of punishing irregularities against Muni. 
cipal regulations is absurd in the ex. 
treme, Ab-kwei, Dick, and Pierre, all 
three, are engaged in the same row; 
the same evidence is forthcoming against 
all three, yet each has to be conveyed 
before a different tribunal, swayed 
by different influences and working on 
no common system. ‘The Registration 
of Land within the Settlements seems 
one of the simplest of devices, and 
readily could be made so were it cen. 
tralised in some one office. At present, 
there are as many offices and as many 
systems as there are nationalities in the 
place, and the result is that the labours 
of an Assessment Committee, which 
should be capable of being carried out 
in a few days or weeks, get protracted 
into as many months. The same 
absurdity is carried still farther in the 
case of the Post Office. No reasonable 
or business man could see the slightest 
difficulty in establishing a Central Post 
Ottice, at which letters from the various 
mail packets could be reer’: xd and dise 
tributed. At present, besides the ex- 
tremely convenient system adopted by 
the Local Post Office, we have a British 
Post Office, © United States Post 
Offée, and a French Post Office, to the 
manifest inconvenience and delay of the 
residents, not to speak of the extra 
expense of keeping up four instead of 
one establishment. We are not now 
speaking © :he more important matters 
of national jurisdiction. ‘The time has 
not yet arrived-—in all probability is far 
distant—when any scheme for the con- 
centration of extra-territorial jurisdic. 
tions could be even discussed. In all 
that we have mentioned above, no in- 
surmountable difficulty exists in the way 
of a settlement. Hongkew and the 
Yang-king-pang have already united 
for Manicipal purposes, and find that 
no international difficulties need arise 
in Municipal discussions. We have 
before suggested n way of escape with 
regard to the Opium Tax, at lenst. 
We certainly do not desire that tho 
Foreign Settlements should become the 
haunt of Opium smokers and a congo- 
ries of Opium dens, Confucius, when 
asked about good government, said, in 
words which the Municipal’ Council 
might adopt as its motto, that it pree 
vailed when “those who were near 
were made bappy, and thoso at 
distance attracted ;”* and an approach 
to this condition is certainly not likely 
to be engendered by offering encourage- 
ment to the vicious. We do not, 
moreover, desire to see the government 
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of the Settlements supported by 
the proceeds of vicious indulgence, 
nor desire to deprive the Chinese 
Government of any fair claim to re- 
yenue to which it may be entitled. 
‘At present, we find the Taotai_ paying 
to the Council a commutation for 
native Wharfage Dues, and this, we 
have reason to believe, is mainly col- 
lected by ranners levying irregular 
taxes within the Settlements. We, fur 
our part, would gladly see matters 
reversed, and the Council paying the 
Taotai a commutation in reference to 
these taxes, raised in o regular and 
equitable manner, At present, again, 
we have a code of Minicipal Bye-laws, 
which we hope one of these days to 
see amended and thrown into proper 
shape. ‘They are distinctly local, and 
adapted to the peculiar circumstances 
of the place. No insurmountable diffi- 
culty thnt bas ever been pointed out, 
nor antagonism to national rights, 
need be encountered in the establish- 
ment ofa Municipal Court. Successive 
Assessment Committees have pointed 
out the defects in the present system of 
Land Registration, and have offered 
practical suggestions as to how these 
difficulties could be overcome without 
even treading on the prerogatives of 
the various Consulates. Nothing, how- 
ever, has been done, aud the old 
defective system remains in fall swing, 
to the grief of Committees, and at a 
considerable expense to the community. 
‘These remarks are made in no un- 
friendly 5 but in the hope of 
drawing public attention to one of the 
weak features of our peculiar govern. 
ment, ‘The only reason that can 
reasonably be assigned for their con 
tinuance is, that they have existed; and 
doubtless the fact of their having 
existed, and of the experience of our 
public representatives being mainly 
limited to such a condition of affairs, 
prevents them from seeing the deti 
mental effect they have had, and in 
the future must have, on the develop. 
ment of the place. 

















‘THE PHILADELPHIA EXHIBITION. 


Private advices from the United States 
8 assurance that the prospects for the 
Centennial Exposition are highly favor- 
able, and that the preparations are ad- 
vancing rapidly. Under the stimulus of 
the Lexington, Bunker Hill, and other 
Contonnial Anniversaries occurring the pre- 
font “year, patriotic feeling has been 
atrongly enlisted in the project, which 
promizes to be an important agent in re- 
atoring good feeling between the North and 
South. It is cortain, now, that the Stat 
formerly at war with the Union will 
ticipate heartily. Reports from Foreign 
nations are all very favorable. Mr. Cunliff 
Owen, England’s Commissioner to all In- 
ternational Fairs yet held, and also to 
that which will be held next year in 
Philadelp! says the Americans will 
have the most beautiful, and 
successful one yet known. Bngland wants 
‘more apace in it than is allowed the United 



































States; hence Mr. Owen has contracted 
for four independent buildings for English 
use. Germany, France and Sweden will 
each erect two separate buildings ; the 
States of Kansas and [llinois one each. 
When itis rememero/ that the Centennial 
Managers had planned for buildings 
alroady to cover an aggregate roofed space 
of forty-four acres, some idea may be 
formed of the great demand for space 
beyond the original estimates, The 
Managers also find themselves obliged to 
provide another large building for the 
separate display of vehicles, carriages, &e- 
Other works which they have undertaken 
are as follows :—A newly devised pump 
and engine, ealenlated to pump 5,000,000 
gallons of water daily for the Exposition ; 
Anarrow-yuaye railroad four miles around 
the grounds and buildings, for visitors, 
equipped with eight locomotives and sixty 
palace cars ; hydrants, or fire-plugs, within 
33 feet of every part of the structures, In 
the south end of the Machinery Hall there 
will be a water-fall 35 feet high and 40 
feet wide. This Hall will take 5,000,000 
feet of lumber, 500,000 Ibs. of cast and 
750,000 Ibs, wrought iron, 20,000 lbs, of 
and spikes, 700,000 squace feet of tin 
roofing, 175,000 square fest of double 
thick glass, in panes 24432 feet ; 6,000 
perch of stone, weighing 19,000,000 pounds, 
It is 1,402 foot long, and 360 feet wid 
with two avenues 203 and 210 feet wide, 
and a total flvor space of 14 acres, ‘Ti 
main building, as originally planned, gives 
& space of 21,4, acres, Its central 
avenue is 1,832 fest long by 120 feet wido, 
and the roof and galleries aro reed 
by 627 iron columns, ranging in height 
from 23 feet to 125 feet. All the build- 
auch a state of forwarduoss 
it completion in ample timo is 
assured. An aggregate of 48 acres of tin 
roof is going on at the rate of 2 acres a 
week. The statue of Culumbia was un- 
veiled on the dome of the Art Gallery—a 
permanent building of red granite and of 
elegant design—on the Sth of July. About 
6,000 men are employed about the grounds 
and buildings. ‘These few facts will in 
dicate the grand seale on which the Ameri- 
ion is projected.

Bhamo and have already found publicity 
in England, were not added to complete 
the tale, ‘They would have been im- 
perfect asa record, but would have given 
an indication which is now altogether 
wanting, of his experiences during the 
most interesting portion of his journey, 
and in the very district where his fate 
overtook him, However, wo are indebted 
to H. M.'s Minister for publishing what 
is before us, and are eure that the 
little book will not only, to quote the words 
of the preface, be regarded as an nccepta- 
ble souvenir by all who knew him, but 
will be road with gonoral interest, 

Mr. Margary received his first instruo- 
tions to hold himself in readness to proceed 
to Yunnan, on thie 9th August, and actually 
set out on his journey twelve days later. 
Detained, unfortunately for several d 
at Haukow, by ill-health, he was able to 
make a final start on the 4th September, 
‘The Viceroy, who had received despatches 
from Peking ou the subject of his trip, 
advised him to follow the Hunan and 
Kweichow route, as that usually adopted 
by officials, and wrote directing tho offi- 
cials along that route to render assistance 
to the traveller, ‘The first long stretch of 
his journey was to be made by boat—from 
Hankow, across Hunan, to Chen-yuen-fu, 
well within the borders of Kwei-chow ; 
and he was alile to hire one at Hankow, to 
carry him the entire distance. 

As we have aaid bofore, a final start waa 
made on the 4th September, He was 
overtaken on the second day by a telegram 
from Osleutta, advising him to join 
Colonel Browne's expedition at Rangoon, 
by sea, But wo can well bol 
advico was unweloome, and that when he 
resolved to push on to Loshan and thero 
await farther orders, he did ao with a secrot 
hope that those orders would either not 
reach him or would instruct him to 
continue on his overland journey. Loshan 
was reached without especial incident, on 
the 12th, and we quote Dir, Murgary’s 
account of his visit to the petty Man-

On taking leave I com- 
plained of the conduct of the people, and 
the officer immediately ordered a couple of 
his men to escort me back, but their efforts 
were barely equal to repressiny the excited 
crowd which followed us to the boat and 
stood in a dense mass round my el 
The best way of pacifying a Chinese mob 
is by talking to them and showing them at 
once that you are familiar with their 
Tanguage and literature. Accordingly I 
addressed a few words to my aggre 
audience, which had the almost immediate 
effect of quieting and dispersing it. The 
disturbance was mainly owing to tl 
Presonce of « large iumber of young 
Aoldiers who were on their way to the seat 
of impending war in Formosa, and also to 
the fact of its being asort of public holiday, 
for strolling players had arrived and set up 
& sing-song which attracted spectators from 
ail the country round, 

He got on quite well afterwards, how- 
» walking and shooting round the 
neighborhood, during the eight days he 
was awaiting possible orders from Peking. 
On the 20th, as these had not arrived, 
and he imagined he had allowed ample 
timo, Margary resolved to prosecute hi 
journey, and in a fow hours found himself 
bailing over the broad waters of the Tung- 
ting Lake—past Ynochow, which is dv-

time he had been suffering 
from illness, and, on the ad 
October, he was prostrated by a severe 
aitnck of dysentery, which he feared would 
compel him to return :— 

Iwas obliged to stop the boat for four 
or five hours in order to ascertain the 
course which the malady was likely to 
take, harassed all the time with the 
thouyht of being compelled to reling 
my mission and return to Hankow eres 
fallen. However, to my great relief, 
disease was quickly and completely driven 
away by opium and ipecac pills, th 
eflicney of which in the early staye of this 
malady ean thankfully vouch for. Having 
Jost so much time, we only progressed 35 
lifor this day's joursey. Aluiough the 
divense was cured, I was left so utterly 
wenk as to be unable to rise without 
assistance, 























An unexplained hiatus ocenra in the 
journal between the 6th and 27th October. 
‘On the latter date we find the traveller at 
Chen-yuen-fu, at the head of the Yuan 
river, where his long boat journey ended, 
and he had to take to sedan ebairs as 
a future means of conveyance, Chen-yuen 
seems to enjoy the distinction of being the 
rowdiest place in Kweichow, aud we 
refer our readers to the journal for an 
account of the Prefect’s insolence, con- 
quered at Inst by the exhibition of the 
passport, and of the violence of the 
crowd, who wereso aggres-ive that Margary 
was driven, chair and chair-bearers, back- 
wards into the Yaméu, when he attempted 
to leave it to return to his boat. Like 
‘Me, Baber at Nanchang, he was “under 
the necessity of breaking one man’s nose 
who had the temerity to put 
inside the curtain of the chair to insult 
him.” But he got axfely inside, and got 
away the next morning by starting at 
daylight, before the city was astir—to 
learn however, two days later, that when 
the mob found their bird had flown they 
had smashed and half burnt a boat which 
had assisted in his escape, 

‘The country now began to show 
grave evidence of the destruction done 
during the Minotze rebellion, and the 
journal becomes more interesting ns 
get into districts more remote from Foreign 
ken. ‘The province has been tranquil 
as we have learnt ; hut many years will be 
reqnired to recover it from the desolation 
caused by the civil war. Matters im- 
proved, however, as the capital was ap- 
proached, the people all along being quiet 
and civil, On the 5th November, Kwei- 
chow-fu was reached, and we are tempted 
to quote Mr. Margary’s own account of his

A 
few bottles of this remarkable liquid had 
been offered, on dit, with th est of 
motives, lo His Excellency Li, but they 
wero all broken io the unpacking, and the

setting fire to the Charter Oak, an American 
hip, on the morning of Wednesday, the 15th 
instant, The men, with two others, had 
been confined in the prison of the U. S. Con- 
sulate-General, upon a remand, since the 
date of the occurrence, and were on Saturday 
last brought up for examination, Mr. Eames 
being instructed to prosecute. Hope and 
Mortimer then claimed to be British subjects, 
affirming that they had never been naturalised 
in any other country. The question then 
was how to deal with them, the ship they 
were serving in being an American, ‘They 
were asked if they were willing to be 
discharged in the ordinary course, to which 
they replied that they were, and Captain 
Smith consenting, the discharges were madé 
out.
